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Foreword  .... 

Fifty  years  ago  the  Perpetual  Flowering  Carnation  was  almost  unknown. 

Today  it  is  probably  the  most  popular  and  widely  grown  of  all  commer¬ 
cial  cut  flowers.  Its  size,  its  keeping  quality,  its  productiveness,  its  vigor  and 
its  range  of  color  have  all  been  so  improved  that  there  is  no  purpose  for 
which  cut  flowers  can  be  used  for  which  the  carnation  is  not  appropriate  and 
pleasing. 

These  improvements  have  been  made  possible  by  a  small  group  of  hybrid¬ 
izers,  or  plant  breeders,  who,  by  infinite  patience  and  skill,  and  at  great  ex¬ 
pense,  have  bred  and  disseminated  new  varieties. 

The  introduction  of  new  varieties  is  not  only  essential  to  the  improvement 
of  the  carnation,  but  is  necessary  to  insure  its  very  existence.  Because  the 
carnation  does  not  flower  true  to  variety  from  seed,  propagation  must  be  by 
cuttings.  It  is  only  natural  that  when  this  method  of  propagation  is  continued 
year  after  year  the  plants  deteriorate  and  must  be  replaced  by  new  varie¬ 
ties.  A  plant  lacking  in  constitution  or  vigor  is  incapable  of  producing  a 
flower  of  high  quality.  Blooms  become  small,  off-color  and  lacking  in  keeping 
quality,  while  plants  become  weak  and  diseased.  If  no  new  varieties  were 
to  be  introduced  in  the  next  ten  years,  the  carnation  industry  would  vanish, 
or  at  least  melt  into  commercial  insignifiance. 

It  is,  therefore,  very  essential  that  on  your  own  range  you  periodically  plant 
new  varieties.  Progressive  firms  set  aside  a  certain  sum  to  be  spent 
each  year  on  new  varieties.  Not  every  variety  is  successful,  but  the  pro¬ 
cedure  is  necessary  and  wise.  This  is  very  important  if  a  firm  is  to  hold  its 
own  in  the  cut  flower  market  today.  A  new  carnation  does  not  necessarily 
have  to  be  the  largest  bloom  or  the  heaviest  producer  ever  grown.  If  it  is 
a  variety  with  flowers  of  good  size  and  quality,  if  it  is  reasonably  productive, 
and,  above  all,  if  the  plants  are  of  good  constitution,  the  breeder  is  justified 
in  introducing  it  and  the  grower  is  wise  to  give  it  a  trial.  A  very  small  per¬ 
centage  of  new  varieties  are  sensational  improvements  over  varieties  of  the 
past,  nevertheless  the  larger  percentage  of  less  sensational,  but  good  quality, 
new  varieties  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  carnation  industry.  Old  varie¬ 
ties  MUST  be  replaced  by  new  ones  if  your  own  business  is  to  succeed  and 
the  carnation  is  to  continue  in  popularity. 

For  years  our  firm  has  been  one  of  the  largest  breeders  of  carnations  in 
America.  One  entire  house  is  usually  devoted  to  breeding  and  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  varieties.  In  addition,  we  make  it  a  point  to  study  and  pur¬ 
chase  every  new  variety  of  merit  introduced  in  this  country.  In  this  catalogue 
we  list  thirty-five  varieties  grown  in  this  country  today.  We  grow  over  a 
hundred  varieties,  many  of  them,  introduced  in  the  last  two  years,  but  the 
ones  contained  in  this  booklet  are  the  only  ones  we  care  to  recommend.  At 
no  other  period  in  the  history  of  the  industry  has  it  been  more  important 
that  growers  look  to  the  quality  of  the  carnations  they  produce.  From  the 
accompanying  list  it  is  possible  to  select  the  leading  varieties  in  every 
color  class: 
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PHAROAH 

This  unusual  novelty  seedling  is  in  a  class  by  itself.  The  only  carnation  we  know 
of  having  a  similar  coloring  is  our  own  Sagamore.  PHAROAH,  however,  is  about 
four  times  the  size  of  Sagamore.  The  petals  are  a  bright  orange,  and  the  tips  of 
each  petal  are  fringed  with  red.  There  are  no  pencilings.  The  bloom  measures 
from  372  fo  472  inches  across  and  is  full  and  well  formed.  The  petals  are  fringed. 
Although  this  is  an  extraordinarily  large  flower,  the  percentage  of  splits  is  a  frac¬ 
tion  of  one  percent.  The  plants  are  very  large  and  bushy,  the  foliage  is  broad,  the 
the  stems  are  long  and  hold  the  large  flowers  erect,  production  is  above  average 
and  the  flowers  are  fine  keepers.  This  is  an  extremely  popular  carnation  with 
retailers,  and  will  almost  always  bring  premium  prices.

No 
hard,  basal  cuttings  are  taken,  for 
they  are  slow  to  root,  produce 
poor  plants  and  are  subject  to 
disease.  The  cuttings  which  are 
numbered  are  those  which  are 
propagated. 


All  of  our  propagating  work,  from  the  selection  of  the  cutting  to  its  removal  from 
the  sand,  is  done  by  a  small  group  of  our  most  experienced  and  skilled  workers. 
Every  cutting  is  taken  from  the  plant  itself,  and  no  cuttings  are  taken  in  the  flower 
room.  Every  operation  is  checked  and  rechecked  for  your  protection. 


As  a  result  of  long  experience, 
we  believe  that  cuttings  do  best 
when  the  leaves  are  not  trimmed 
severely.  The  photo  at  the  right 
shows  our  cuttings  before  being 
placed  in  the  sand  and  upon  be¬ 
ing  removed  from  the  sand.  Plenty 
of  space  is  allowed  in  the  propa¬ 
gating  bench  to  permit  the  free 
circulation  of  air  and  to  prevent 
the  possibility  of  disease.

No  sand  is  used  for  more  than  one  lot  of  cut¬ 
tings.  We  cannot,  of  course,  guarantee  results,  but  we  do  guarantee  that  every 
cutting  you  buy  from  us  will  be  a  well-formed  cutting  of  good  size,  healthy,  well- 
rooted,  expertly  packed  and  satisfactory  in  every  way.  We  positively  guarantee 
to  replace  without  hesitation  any  cuttings  which  fail  to  meet  with  your  approval.

PRICES  in  this  booklet  are  for  the  trade  only.  Prices  to  private  estates  and  others 
outside  the  trade  will  be  20%  additional. 

TWO  HUNDRED  FIFTY  CUTTINGS.  or  more,  of  any  one  variety,  are  billed  at  the 
1000  rate.  Fewer  than  250  of  one  variety  will  be  billed  at  the  100  rate. 

SMALL  ORDERS  are  welcomed,  but  prices  on  all  orders  for  50  or  less  of  any  one 
variety  will  be  20%  more  than  the  cost  per  cutting  at  the  100  rate. 

SPECIAL  RATES  may  be  obtained  on  orders  for  more  than  2000  cuttings. 

DISCOUNTS.  We  allow  a  5%  discount  if  cash  accompanies  the  order.  A  discount 
of  2%  is  allowed  if  payment  is  made  within  ten  days  of  the  date  of  shipment. 

PAYMENTS  must  be  made  on  the  first  of  the  month  following  the  date  of  invoice 
unless  special  terms  have  been  arranged. 

CREDIT  will  gladly  be  extended  to  worthy  greenhouse  operators.  If  you  require 
more  than  thirty  days  in  which  to  make  payment,  arrangements  should  be  made 
with  us  previous  to  shipment.  Unless  previous  arrangements  have  been  made, 
accounts  will  be  placed  for  collection  at  the  end  of  sixty  days. 

CLAIMS  must  be  made  in  writing  to  us  within  24  hours  after  receipt  of  shipment, 
or  stock  must  be  returned  to  us  within  that  same  period  of  time.  We  are  not 
responsible  for  damage  to  stock  in  transit.  If  stock  is  frozen,  crushed  or  otherwise 
damaged  in  transit,  claim  should  be  brought  against  the  transportation  company. 
If  you  think  that  our  stock  is  not  as  it  should  be,  let  us  know  at  once.  Do  not 
experiment  with  it  and  later  advise  us  that  it  was  not  satisfactory.  No  claims  will 
be  entertained  unless  the  stock  is  returned  immediately,  or  unless  complaints  are 
mailed  to  us  within  24  hours  after  the  shipment  has  been  received. 

CARRIAGE  AND  PACKING.  No  charge  is  made  for  packing,  but  carriage  charges 
are  paid  for  by  the  purchaser  in  all  cases. 

SHIPMENTS  will  be  made  by  Railway  Express  except  in  the  case  of  European 
orders  or  unless  we  are  otherwise  instructed.  In  most  cases,  this  is  the  most  eco¬ 
nomical  and  satisfactory  method  of  shipping. 

FOREIGN  ORDERS  must  be  accompanied  by  cash  with  allowances  for  carriage 
charges  and  differences  in  exchange.  Foreign  orders  should  be  paid  for  with 
International  Money  Orders  or  drafts  on  a  U.  S.  bank.  Differences  in  exchange 
and  the  cost  of  cashing  foreign  checks  often  amount  to  a  considerable  sum.  If 
special  permits  are  necessary,  these  should  be  secured  and  forwarded  to  us  with 
the  order.

We  are  not  allowed  to 
mail  them  after  shipment  has  been  made. 

NOTICES  will  be  mailed  you  upon  receipt  of  your  order  if  we  are  unable  to  make 
immediate  shipment.  If  we  can  fill  your  order  within  one  week  of  its  receipt,  no 
notice  will  be  sent  you.  Invoices  are  mailed  the  day  that  shipment  is  made, 
therefore  no  additional  notice  is  necessary.
